Becau se o f her eccen tricities, when 
Mrs. Lau ghlin died frien ds searched 
the little p lace where she liv ed fo r a 
n u mber o f y ears an d fo u n d a sealed 
bo x tu ck ed away where it wo u ld n o t 
lik ely he fo u n d 
u n less 
a 
carefu l 
search were made. 
In the bo x was a sealed do cu men t 
with the imp ressiv e in scrip tio n o n the 
fro n t, “Op en This At Yo u r Peril.” 
Altho u gh their cu rio sity was great, 
becau se they believ ed the co n ten ts o f 
the sealed p arcel wo u ld 
so lv e 
the 
m y stery o f Mrs. Lau ghliiTs lite, the 
p eo p le who had fo u n d it o bey ed the 
req u est o f 
the 
dead

p laced it in the grav e beside her. An ­ 
o ther n o te made k n o wn this* last re­ 
q u est. 
A fter the death o f her 
hu sban d, 
who was a p ro sp ero u s fan n er in Cen ­ 
te r to wn ship , Mrs. Lau ghlin mo v ed to 
In dian ap o lis an d her frien ds here lo st 
all trace o f her. It was n ev er u n der­ 
sto o d whether o r n o t she had realized 
an y thin g fro m her Hu sban d’s estate.

He bu ried the wo man , he 
said, witho u t kn o win g whether she 
was aliv e o r dead. 
Wilkin so n was arrested at Lo gan s­ 
po rt, where he had been wo rkin g. He 
in sisted that he cru shed his wife’s 
sku ll o n ly after she had attacked him. 
He said that at n o o n Au g. 29, while he 
an d his wife were in the kitchen , he 
qu arreled with her, say in g that when 
he go t a div o rce he ex pected to fin d 
an o ther wife who wo u ld take better 
care o f his children . 
They had been 
separated fo r so me weeks an d she had 
been liv in g in Ko ko mo . 
“She started at me with a scratch 
awd,” he said. 
“I grabbed a hammer 
an d stru ck her. 
At du sk I bu ried her 
face do wn ward after I had wrapped 
her in a qu ilt. 
I to ld the bo y s they 
mu st n ev er tell an y bo dy abo u t what 
they had seen . an d T gu ess they didn ’t.
